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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed 6/7/2004 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 in reply to the final rejection 
will be entered upon the filing of an appeal, but is not deemed to place the application in 
condition for allowance and will not be entered because: applicants failed to overcome 
the 103(a) rejection by showing that the prior art compound cannot be used for the 
treatment of respiratory syncytial viral infections, by doing simple test (see previous 
Office Action for details). 

Applicants argue that allergic diseases are different from respiratory syncytial 
viral infections. The issue is not whether the diseases are the same or different, but 
whether the prior art compound can also be used for the treatment of respiratory 
syncytial viral infections. 

SOMETHING WHICH IS OLD DOES NOT BECOME PATENTABLE UPON 
THE DISCO-VERY OF A NEW PROPERTY 

The claiming of a new use, new function or unknown property which is inherently 
present in the prior art does not necessarily make the claim patentable. In re Best, 562 
F.2d 1252, 1254, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). See also MPEP § 2112.01 with 
regard to inherency and product-by-process claims and MPEP § 2141 .02 with regard 
to inherency and rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103. 

Applicants can overcome the rejection by showing that the prior art compound 
cannot be used for the treatment of respiratory syncytial viral infections by submitting a 
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declaration or alternatively applicants can overcome the obviousness rejection over 
Janssens et al. (US. Pat. No. 5,360,807) by removing substituents (e.g. definition of G) 
from the claims. 

Note that even it the amendment to be entered, it would raise new issue that 
would require further consideration (i.e. 102(b) rejection). Applicants removed the 
proviso from claim 1 and the reference would anticipate claim 1 . Note that claim 1 is 
drawn to a method of manufacturing a medicament and not to a method of treatment .
